Lady  Principal,  -  -  Miss  Grier. 


This  establishment  was  founded  in  1867.  Its  object  is 
the  instruction  of  young  ladies  in  the  various  secular  branches 
of  a  liberal  education,  and  also  the  inculcation  of  Chris¬ 
tian  doctrine,  as  contained  in  the  Bil)le  and  the  Book  of 
Common  Prayer. 

The  Lady  Principal  is  assisted  by  an  efficient  staff  of  in¬ 
struction,  nineteen  in  number,  and  the  airangements  for 
competent  teaching  in  every  depai-tment,  and  for  the  due 
supervision  and  moral  training  of  the  pupils,  as  well  as  for 
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their  health  and  comfort,  will  be  found  complete  and  satis¬ 
factory. 

Wykeham  Hall,  formerly  the  residence  of  the  late  Sir  J. 
B.  Macaulay,  which  was  first  acquired  by  the  school  in  1870, 
and  greatly  enlarged,  is  an  extensive  and  handsome  building, 
surrounded  by  beautiful  and  secluded  grounds,  admirably 
situated  for  school  purposes,  and  affording  ample  scope  for 
the  exercise  and  recreation  that  are  so  essential  for  the 
young. 

In  addition  to  the  Lady  Principal,  the  present  resident 
staff  includes  ladies  who  have  distinguished  themselves  at 
the  University  and  the  Provincial  Teachers’  examinations, 
and  who  have  had  the  advantage  of  experience  in  England 
and  on  the  Continent  of  Europe. 

In  the  department  of  Music,  besides  the  accomplished 
resident  teachers,  the  best  musical  talent  of  the  city  is  en¬ 
gaged.  Drawing  and  Painting  are  also  taught  by  an  ethcient 
master  as  well  as  by  the  ladies  in  residence. 

The  full  com  ‘se  of  study  is  intended  to  occupy  at  least  six, 
and  in  most  cases  seven  years,  the  Fifth  or  Lower  Senior 
Class  work  requiring  two  years. 

The  examiners  are  selected  from  graduates  of  the  Univer¬ 
sities,  and  the  upper  classes  are  taken  over  a  considerable 
portion  of  imj)ortant  depai  tments  in  a  univei’sity  curricu¬ 
lum.  Candidates  are  also  received  and  prepared  for  the 
examinations  in  the  Trinity  College  Course  of  Study  for 
Women,  the  particulars  of  which  can  be  given  on  application. 

Opportunities  are  thus  given  for  higher  culture  in  the 
Languages,  in  English  Literature  and  Composition,  Elocution, 
Science,  the  Mathematics,  and  in  Art,  for  those  who  are 
found  fitted  and  desirous  for  such  studies. 
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Simplicity  and  economy  in  dress,  and  moderation  in  ex¬ 
penditure  are  enforced.  It  is  the  desire  of  the  Lady  Principal 
that  pupils  should,  before  leaving  home,  or  during  the 
vacations  be  provided  as  far  as  possible  with  all  necessary 
wearing  apparel,  as  it  is  inconvenient  that  their  time  and 
thoughts  should  be  occupied  with  such  matters  while  at 
school. 

The  Religious  Instruction  is  under  the  charge  of  the  Rev. 
J.  Pearson,  a  clergyman  appointed  by  the  Bishop. 

In  their  efforts  to  establish  and  maintain  an  institution 
with  such  objects,  and  which  they  believe  to  be  now  specially 
needed,  the  Council  have  met  with  an  encouraging  success, 
and  they  confidently  claim  the  support  of  their  fellow  church¬ 
men  throughout  the  country.  As  there  is  no  desire  to  make  a 
mere  pecuniary  profit,  the  fees  are  placed  on  as  moderate  a 
scale  as  is  compatible  with  thorough  efficiency  in  the  teaching 
and  an  adequate  expenditure  upon  the  supplies  for  the  house. 

T  E  IVT  S  : 

1.  The  scholastic  year  is  divided  into  four  Terms  of  ten 
weeks  each,  viz.  : — Michaelmas,  Christmas,  Lent,  and  Trinity. 
Michaelmas  Term  begins  on  the  first  Wednesday  in  Sep¬ 
tember,  and  ends  on  the  9th  of  November.  Christmas  Term 
begins  on  the  10th  of  November,  and  ends  on  the  10th  of 
February,  with  vacation  from  the  22nd  of  December  to  the 
1 3th  of  January.  Lent  Term  begins  on  the  1 1  th  of  February, 
and  ends  on  the  21st  of  April  Trinity  Term  begins  on  the 
22nd  of  April,  and  ends  on  the  30th  of  June. 

Pupils  should  present  themselves  invariably 
on  the  first  day  of  the  term. 

No  pupil  is  allowed  to  continue  in  residence  during  the 
Summer  Vacation,  and  any  pupil  remaining  at  Christmas 
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will  be  required  to  pay  the  sum  of  Four  Dollars  per  week 
for  Board. 

The  only  persons  allowed  to  visit  pupils  are  Parents  or 
(jriiardians,  lady  friends  in  Toronto  introduced  by  them,  or 
persons  from  a  distance  who  shall  bring  a  written  request 
from  such  Parents  or  Guardians  to  be  permitted  to  visit  their 
children  or  wards. 

Reception  day  :  Tuesday,  from  3  to  5  p.  m. 

FEES: 

The  entire  fees  for  the  scholastic  year,  5th  September  to 
30th  June,  will  be  from  $204  to  $252,  including  Board, 
Laundry  expenses,  all  English  Subjects,  Languages,  Class 
Singing,  Drawing  and  Calisthenics.  Fees  are  payable  at 
the  beginning  of  each  Term.  Five  per  cent,  will  be  allowed 
if  the  fee  for  the  entire  year  is  paid  in  advance. 

From  the  above  a  discount  is  made  of  10  per  cent,  in  the 
case  of  sisters,  and  for  the  daughter  of  a  Clergyman  a  deduc¬ 
tion  of  33^  per  cent,  is  allowed.  The  fee  (annual)  for  Music, 
Instrumental  or  Vocal,  varies  from  $20  to  $72,  including 
(for  boarders)  one  hour’s  daily  use  of  Piano. 

For  Tution, — Elementary  Class,  $6  per  term  ;  Junior  Class, 
$12  ;  Intermediate  Classes,  Lower  and  Upper,  $15;  Senior 
Class,  $18;  Upper  Senior  Class  (special  class  for  advanced 
pupils),  $18. 

There  will  be  a  favourable  opportunity  for  receiving  new 
boarders  after  the  Midsummer  vacation. 

Additional  for  Boarders^ — Board  and  Washing,  in  all  the 
Classes,  $45  per  Term. 

An  entrance  fee  of  $12  is  charged  to  Boarders  to  defray 
the  expense  of  beds  and  bed  linen,  silver,  &c.

The  fees  for  Music  vary  according  to  the  requirements  of 
pupils,  or  the  desire  of  parents  for  a  special  teacher. 

The  General  Vocal  Class  is  open  to  those  who  are  com¬ 
petent  to  learn,  without  charge. 

Boarders  are  entitled  to  an  hour’s  practice,  daily.  For 
each  additional  hour  there  is  a  charge  of  $2  per  term.
